Clarke Reveals 
Plan in Letter 


To Legislators 


Taking exception to editorial comment in the Edmonton 
Journal to the effect that opponents of the Fortin plan 
had not produced an alternative plan which the city could 
follow, Mayor Joseph A. Clarke, K.C., today made public 
the text of a letter he had sent to Hon. Lucien Maynard, 
minister of municipal affairs, and to two of the Edmonton 
members of the legislature in which an alternative plan had 
been submitted. 


There Is Alternative 

“There certainly is an alternative to the iniquitous 
Fortin plan,” said the mayor, “and I resent the propaganda 
now being circulated in an effort to saddle Edmonton with 
an interest debt from which it can never recover. As it 
stands now the province is only budgeting to pay interest on 
its provincial debt at half the rates which were offered when 


the bonds were sold, and if the province can do this to remove 
the burden of taxation from the people of Alberta, surely 


the legislature can take the same steps insofar as the tax- 
payers of Edmonton are concerned. This is a fight for the 
home owners of Edmonton. 

“Too many of them are losing their property, and it is 
time that the council who were elected on a straight pledge 
to cut interest rates and save the homes of Edmonton carry 
out their pledge.

Editorial 
Fortin Scheme Not 
Needed In Edmonton! 


confusion existing in the minds of many Edmonton 

citizens is no doubt due to the flood of propaganda re- 

garding the Fortin plan. A brief review of the facts should 
clear the picture for most thinking taxpayers. 


WHAT ARE THE FACTS? 

1—Edmonton elected a mayor and city council 
pledged to secure a reduction in the admittedly high and 
unjust rates on the city’s debt of $32 million. 


2—tThe city’s demand for a reduction was refused by 
the bond holders. 


3—Edmonton, with a clean record of having met 
every debt of principal and interest on due date, is entitled 
to a big reduction in the outrageous rates charged of 41», 
5, 5!, 6, and 7 per cent. 


4—The city has bought and paid for $6 million of its 
own bonds and $6 million of other bonds ($2 million in 
default as to interest or principal), a total of $12 million 
held in the city’s sinking fund. 


5—Due to throwing the cost of relief and other hu- 
mane services on the shoulders of the taxpayers a con- 
fiscatory tax rate of 55 mills is levied and cannot be met. 


6—Mr. Jules E. Fortin, representing the bond deal- 
ers, comes along with a debt extension scheme that gives 
no reduction in present interest rates but spreads the debt 
over a thirty-year period with interest at 4'% per cent as 
each present bond issue matures, It permits the city to use 
and cancel a portion of the sinking funds. 


7—Mr. Fortin requires. the legislature to make cer- 
tain charter amendments and take the city out from under 
the protection of the Utilities Commission. The Provin- 
cial Government must approve cf the entire scheme before 
his plan becomes effective. 


Mayor Clarke's alternative plan, if the Government 
and legislature co-operate, will bring taxpayers of Edmon- 
ton a tax rate of 40 mills or less and save many millions 
of dollars in debt charges. 


MAYOR CLARKE’S ALTERNATIVE PLAN 
1—Suspend payments to the sinking fund for the 
years 1937, 1938 and 1939. 


2—Permit the city to cancel the city’s own bonds in 
the sinking fund and cease levying taxes to pay interest 
on them. 


3—Permit the city to sell $3 million of the other 
bonds in the sinking fund and use the proceeds to extend 
city-owned utilities, reduce bank overdraft, etc. 


4—No bond maturities need be provided for before 
1941 and ample funds are now in hand. 


5—Include the city’s debt in any legislation reducing - 


public and private debts either by interest or principal re- 
ductions. 


The Legislature is only providing funds to continue 
paying half of the interest on the provincial debt. It should 
extend similar relicf and protection to other public and 
private debtors. 


Every benefit the city might conceivably receive under 
the legerdemain of Mr. Fortin’s scheme is quite plainly 
obtainable under Mayor Clarke's alternative plan. Why 
should the aldermen be so eager for the City to jump 
from the frying-pan of temporary difficulty to the hell- 
fires of permanent tax slavery—55 mills or more for the 
next 30 years? 


The least the members of the legislature can now 
do is to insist a plebiscite be held and allow the electors 
of Edmonton to make a choice between Mr. Fortin's plan 
and Mayor Clarke's alternative plan.

200 WORKERS 
IN SIT-DOWN 
STRIKE HERE 


A lightning sit-down strike, in- 
volving about 900 Swift Canadian 
employees, tied up work Saterday 
on the killing floor, in the casing 
room and the pork cutting room 
when employees demanded a Sat- 
urdsy half holiday. 

Strikers in the plant went back 
to work Monday morning, and offi- 
cials of the company report that 
conditions appear normal. 

The strike came as a great sur- 
prise to the management of the 
plant, as no indication had been 
given by the workers that there was 
any dissatisfaction with conditions. 
It came also as a surprise to many 
of the workers implicated, as, when | 
asked by members of the Swift 
Canadian assembly body, many of 
the men on strike were unable to 
give any better season than “the 
union have called us out.” 


TERMS ACCEPTED 
The strike started at 1:20 o'clock 
in the afternoon, the workers camp- 
ing in the plant until 10:30 o'clock 
in the evening, when they left after 
receiving an assurance from Gordon 
S. Robertson, general manager of | 
the plant, that “if they left the 
Plant over the week-end the gates 
would be open for them on Monday 
morning if they wanted to go to| 
work, and that no discrimination 
would be shown against any indi- 
vidual or group.” These terms were | 
accepted by the strikers. 
Police aid was called to the plant 
about 2 o'clock, Chief A. G. Shute, | 
| Inspector M. Blackwood and Sergt.- 
Major Alex Riddell and a detail 
of 10 men answering the call.

“The inducements held out by | 
Mr. Fortin are very insidious but 
few of them stand close analysis. 
The first and most important one 
is this, it presumes to give the 
city full right to take advantage | 
of debt legislation being brought 
down by the provincial govern- 
ment. The facts are entirely to | 
the contrary. The plan is being 
rushed for the express purpose of 
precluding this very thing from 
happening. The anticipated debt 
legislation will deal with the 
matter of relieving the debtor of 
part of his burden either in the 
way of a reduction in principal, 
a cut in the rate of interest or 
both. But it will only effect 
old debts. If this new proposed 
financing is agreed to the city 
will not be in a position to take 
advantage of any legislation deal- 
ing with old debts. This prin- 
cipal has been clearly established 
by the courts. 


“The next and very important in-| 
|ducement that is being held out, 
and which Alderman Clevely 
Stresses so much, is that the plan 
will make available to the city) 
immediately $3,000,000 with which | 
to construct additions or for pur- 
poses of public works. 


BIG INDUCEMENT 


“This, of course, is a great induce- | 
ment to the general public who are 
anxious to see people get back to! 
work. This phase of the plan is 
worthy of careful consideration if 
it had any basis in fact. There is no! 
that one extra 
dollar will be available. There is| 
ne in the proposed plan that 
leads to the common belief that the | 
sinking board funds are to be turn- 
ed over to the city to be used as 
they see fit. 


“In clause three of the Fortin 
Plan $170,000 of sinking fund 
monies is ear-marked for a spe- 
cific. purpose. In clause six of 
the plan $875,000 is set apart as a 
Prior claim to the Imperial Bank 
and after this $1,000,000 is provid- 
ed for; the city may borrow a 
sum not exceeding the amount of 
$2,700,000 for capital purposes, 
Providing the Sinking Fund 
Board can find the money and 
feel like loaning it, and further 
providing that the city secure the 
loan by putting up eau 
bearing interest at 415% as 
security. 

This is exactly what the city 
has been doing for the last five 
years so there is no change in 
that regard only to the effect 
that under the Fortin Plan the 
bond holders and the Impcrial 
Bank are given priorities on sink- 
ing fund monies for over $1.000.-

TO SUMMARIZE

3. The city will continue to meet 
their bonded indebtedness as it ma-

The city is entitled to this consid- 
eration for the reason that it has 
ample funds in the possession of 
the Board to meet maturities for 
the next three years. 

5. The improvements and addi- 
tions to the public utilities in the 
ordinary proper business way. If 
sinking fund payments are waived 
there are ample funds for this pur- 
pose, it being presumed of course 
that the relations with the city 
bankers will remain as usue} and 
that the city will be accorded the 
same credit considerations that it 
has enjoyed for the last twenty- 
five vears, If these things are done 
the Fortin Plan can be forgotten. 
The city’s credit will be re-cstab- 
lished and Edmonton will be en- 
titled to a credit rating second to 
none in the dominion. 


MAYOR'S LETTER

A CITY INCOME TAX? 

The municipal law committee of the legis- 
lature is agreeable to the Edmonton city council 
obtaining power to levy what is called a “serv- 
ice tax.” 

The name does not fit, and to some degree 
obscures the nature of the proposed levy. What 
is called a service tax would be in fact nothing 
more nor less than a municipal income tax 
Being an income tax, there should be no ex- 
emptions from it, save in cases where incomes 
fall below a fixed figure. But, somewhat curi- 
ously, the proposa] has been made in council to 
exempt property-owners, to the amount at least 
of the property taxes they pay. That would be 


wholly iuconsist the application of a tax 
which in 2ssence and effect is a tax on incomes 
and nothing else.

After repeated references to people in Al- 
berta eating gophers and wearing gunny-sack- 
ing, and a session devoted to ways and means to 
relieve distress ana pay public debts, it gives the 
reader a jolt to learn that members of the jegis- 
lature are thinking of raising their sessional in- 
demnities $200 each 

That will be particularly jolting to steno- 
graphers, clerks and other civil servants who 
have been taking a ten per cent cut in their sel- 
aries for five years, are in no prospect of hoving 
the cut restored, und are also expected to tuke 
part of their pay in the “prosperity bonds” which 
none of the Ministers will accept on pay-day 

For the 63 members of the legislature this 
grab of $200 each would amount to $12,600 per 
year of taxpayer money—money, by the way, 
which the Provincial Treasurer hasn't got and 
does not know where to get. How would a raid 
of that kind fit in with the claims that the 
province is too desperztely hard up to let the 
Premier go to the Coronation? 

The case would be different if the legisletors 
were being underpaid. But they are not. Their 
sessional] dutics keep them busy on the average 
about two months in the year—for which they 
are paid at the rate of $900 per month, or say 
$225 a week. That is a pretty fair rate of re- 
muneration for any man times like these. 
Taking the “orchard run” of the members, it is 
more money than they ever got before, and more 
than they are at all likely to get in future out- 
side politics. There are people who even claim 
they don't really earn that much new

The balance of 
the cost of these undertakings, over and above 
the federal contribution, to be supplied by the 
province. 

Central Alberta is to get the lion's share of 
the relief work thus provided for. The reason 
being, no doubt, that the southern part of the 
province has hitherto fared better in the con- 
struction of permanent highways. It is good 
news that this fact has been recognized and plans 
made to catch up some of the arrears due to this 
section of the province. The proposed expendi- 
tures on both the Jasper Trail and the Calgary 
highway are urgently required. 

There will be regret, and reason for it, that 
the Peace River highway is not included in the 
list. It is all to the good that motor roads are 
being built to the mountain parks, and the trunk 
highway from Calgary to Edmonton must be 
either reconstructed or re-christened. But there 
should be active steps also to push a main per- 
manent highway through to the Peace River dis- 
trict 

The legislature might enquire whether fed- 
eral assistance for this has been asked for. If 
not asked for and refused, the request should be 
wired to Ottawa even at this late date, and in 
the most urgent terms suggesting themselves. 
A highway to Peace River has been talked about 
for twenty-five years. It is time to start build-

Suffering from a “Sinus” 
By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 

For the past few years, sinus trouble has 
been receiving a lot of attention and it is quite 
common to meet some one who says he has a 
“sinus.” Many people seem to think that a 
sinus is some definite disease, and do not know 
that it would be more correct to say they have 
Sinusitis or sinus trouble 
whenever they are referring 
to the faat that one of the 
sinuees is inflamed. 

In the bones of the skull 
there are eight cavities or 
hollow spaces which are con- 
nected with the inside of the 
nose by small openings. These 
cavities are lined by a con- 
tinuation of the same mucous

membrane which lines the interior of the nose. 

Nature stems to have provided these air- 
filled spaces for the dual purpose of making the 
skull lighter and of making the speaking more 


resonant. A healthy sinus possesses a high 
resistance to disease-inducing bacteria as long 
as it is well-drained and well-ventilated with 
air. Apparently, each time that you breathe, air 
is entering the sinus cavities and this normal 
ventilation appears to help keep the sinuses in 
a healthy state. 

The sinuses usually become inflamed because 
of the fact that an inflammatory process start- 
ing in the nose has spread to them; the common 
cold being the most common offender. Of course, 
the general resistance must have been lowered 
in order for the cold to get a start in the first 
place and with this lowering of resistance the 
sinuses lose their usual immunity to disease 
germs. 

As the acute inflammation from the nose 
reaches the mucous membrane which lines the 
sinuses, we find the membrane becoming en- 
gorged and swollen and this swelling may block 
off the openings. Unfortunately, the openings 
into the cavities are very small and therefore a 
slight swelling may close them, serving to in- 
terfere with drainage. 

The inflamed mucous membrane frequently 
secretes an extra amount of mucous while the 
bacteria encourage the formation of pus. In- 
asmuch as there is no way in which the ac- 
cumulated material can drain out of the effected 
Sinus cavity, it must perforce remain in it, thus 
producing the maddening pain and sense of pres- 
sure so often seen in acute sinusitis 


An acute sinus infection may follow head 
colds, influenza, and some of the infectious dis- 
orders of children. However, an acute sinusitis 


ordinarily arrives at the point of spontaneous 
recovery and the inflammation subsides, the ac- 
cumulated material drains out through the nose, 
and the symptoms disappear. 

As long as the sinus cavities are well-drained 
and well-nourished by a clean, healthy blood 
stream, they remain normal; or, if an acute 
inflammation occurs, they readily return to a 
normal state. But when free drainage is inter- 
fered with, or when the blood stream is toxic, 
then chronic sinusitis may develop. It is the 
chronic case of sinus trouble about which we 
hear the most. 

The toxic blood stream which encourages 
chronic catarrh also encourages chronic sinus 
trouble, inasmuch as it provides the soil in which 
pathogenic bacteria may grow. Furthermore, 
chronic catarrhal inflammation may induce a 
swelling of the mucous membrane which lines 
the opening of the affected sinus and this swell- 
ing will obstruct the drainage process. Other 
causes of chronic sinusitis are nasal polyps. 
and a deviated septum. However, the chief 
causes of sinus infection are the same as those 
which produce chronic catarrh.

most successful in overcoming this annoying 
disorder.

“Could you tell me how to strengthen my Jegs? 
Also, is there any way of growing taller. I am

ANSWER: Walking is one of the best exer- 
cises for making the legs grow stronger. You 
should start walking a short distance each day, 
gradually increasing it as your strength permits. 
Most people do not stop growing until they are 
considerably older than you are at the present 
time, so there is a distinct possibility that you 
may yet become taller. Stretching exercises, 
which tend to stretch the spine would probebly 
be helpful in adding to your height. If you have 
any tendency to be round-shouldered, you will 
appear taller by straightening the shoulders. 
A well-balanced diet, particularly one which 
provides an abundance of minerals and vitamins, 
is also conducive to good growth. However, if 
your parents are short, it is quite likely that 
there is nothing which you may do which will 
increase your height to an appreciable extent. 

QUESTION; Mrs. Kate C. writes: “I am both- 
ered off and on by a feeling of nausea. Food is 
distastefu] and I am sick at my stomach after 
eating. My husband thinks I have bilious at- 
tacks, my mother says it is due to eye strain, and 
I think I have stomach trouble. Who is right?” 

ANSWER: There is no way in which I might 
attempt to tell you what is the underlying cause 
of the nausea without first examining you. The 
best plan is to have an examination made by a 
doctor near enough to examine you personally. 
Nausea as a symptom may arise from several 
different causes, among them being stomach dis- 
orders, liver and gal) bladder disorders, eye 
strain, and colitis. In women, prolapsus is often 
sufficient to produce this symptom because of the 
downward pressure exerted by the sagging or- 
gans upon the pelvic organs. Occasionally, nausea 
is induced as the result of emotiona! disturbances

Down in Vancouver a week ago I saw two 
interesting public welcomes. 

The first was to Edmonton Grads, who had 
to play in the Dominion championship series. 
They were met at the station, presented with 
nosegays, paraded through town in limousines 
headed by a brass band, taken to lunch and the 
theatre, and on the following day taken for a 
short cruise on Col. Victor Spencer's motor 
yacht Deerleap. 

Percy Page vied with Premier Aberhart for 
Space in the Vancouver hewspapers, though the 
premier, in the throes of a government crisis 
made the front page while the Grads’ mentor 
occupied the sport columns. 

It made every Edmontonian thrill with pride 
to see the esteem in which the Grads are held 
abroad, Bill Forst, sports writer on the Van- 
couver Province paid the Grads and their coach 
the following tribute: 


“The Grads are to basketball what Bobby 
Jones is to golf, what Bill Tilden is to tennis 
and what Man o’ War is to racing. The dif- 
ference is that years crept up on those sport 
greats and blotted ‘em out. Page, on the 
other hand, just fishes around in the foun- 
tain of youth, pulls out a flock of new play- 
ers, and keeps right on the championship 
trail.”

Next, and later in the day, came the public 
welcome to Prince and Princess Chichibu, of the 
Imperial family of Japan. The Prince, a picas- 
ant-looking bespectacled young man is brother 
to the Emperor. Prior to the birth of a son to 
the Mikado three years agp, he was Heir Ap- 
parent. Though he travels in State to the 
coronation of King George, with a retinue of 
admirajs and generals, he made himself popu- 
lar on shipboard by dining with the other pas- 
sengers, and by his zest as a photographer. He 
is an Oxford graduate. His Princess was born 
in Paris and partly educated in Europe. 

The coming of the Prince and Princess Chi- 
chibu was a great occasion for the Japanese 
residents of the lower mainland. It afforded 
visitors an insight into the numbers and indus- 
trial strength of the Japanese in and around 
Vancouver. 

For miles before reaching Vancouver the 
N.Y.K. motor-liner Heian Maru which bore the 
Imperia! Japanese party, travelled through lanes 
of Japanese-owned fishing craft, flying the flag 
of the Rising Sun Empire at their truck and the 
Union Jack at their stern. 

There were no fewer than two hundred of 
these fishing craft in the first squadron, rang- 
ing from small gili-netters to off-shore trollers 
and powerful seine boats, all crowded with Jap- 
anese eager to greet their Prince. This impres- 
sive fleet had sallied out from the Fraser to take 
up position off the Sandheads. 

A second fleet composed of about thirty mod- 
ern seine boats, crowded with cheering Japsnese 
fishermen, met the Heian Maru nearer to the 
entrance to English Bay, while a third squadron 
composed chiefly of trolling craft met the liner 
in the Bay. Many of the seine boats accompan- 
ied the liner into the Harbour, keeping up their 
manifestations of welcome until the Royal couple 
landed. On landing, another we'come awaited, 
from hundreds of Japanese schoo] children, each 
bearing in one hand a Union Jack and in the 
other the flag of Japan—a red ball on a white 
ground, emblematic of the rising sun.

Watching the smiling Japanese workers, and 
their officials scurrying about in frock coats, 
silk hats and grey gloves, it is difficult to visu- 
alize their nation as the Nazis of the Orient. 
They seem made more for friendly intercourse 
than for iron conquest. Yet it is Japan that tore 
up the Washington Naval Treaty to build more 
and bigger ships, and that now refuses to join 
the other nations in limiting naval guns to 
14 inch bore. 

Japan made national pride the reason for 
denouncing the Washington Naval Treaty. She 
resented the idea of fixed naval inferiority to 
Great Britain and United States, though assert- 
ing she has no intention of building to the Brit- 
ish or American strength. She can offer no such 
reason for her refusal to enter into an agreement 
to limit the size of nava] guns. 

The difference between a 14 inch and a 16 
inch gun may seem trifling to a layman; the 
difference in cost is very great. It is not limited 
to the extra cost for building the larger gun. It 
means increased cost for each shell fired. It 
means heavier machinery for handling, heavier 
construction of gun turrets and in the end 
heavier armour to resist the heavier shell. That 
difference of two inches in diameter will entail 
many millions of extra dollars in national 
budgets. 

Britain carries 16 inch guns on the battle- 
ships Nelson and Rodney, and 15 inch gurs on 
the battlecruisers Hood, Renown and Repulse. 
United States has 16 inch guns on its battleships 
Colorado, Maryland and West Virginia These 
will remain as a consequence of Japan's refusal 
to limit naval guns to 14 inches. If Japan wants 
bigger guns and more of them on her ships of 
war, the other naval powers will have to do the 
same. They are in better financial position to 
bear the heavy expense involved.

Anything that affects the relations of Japan 
with United States and/or Canada, has sign:fi- 
cance for Alberta. Look at a globe, not at a flat 
map, if you wish to understand the aerial routes 
that bombers must take in the event of combat 
between United States and Japan. Most of it 
is over Canadian territory. 

Now that nations are able to carry soldiers 
through the air and float them down on para- 
chutes with machine guns and light tanks behind 
the enemy's lines, Alberta is likely to have a 
front seat in any hostilities-—-perhaps to play 
the role of Belgium in any trans-Pacific war.

ANTIQUE FINISH 

Quesiion: I am painting a small 
table and would like to get the ef- 
fect that is called “antique.” How 
is this done? 
_ Answer: For that effect, the finish 
in moldings, carvings and elsewhere 
is darker than in the main parts. 
After the paint has dried, put on a 
coat of glaze with a gray or a brown 
coat. Glaze resembles varnish, and 
in place of it you can use varnish 
tinted with color. il, Put on a 
coat of the glaze ali over, and while 
still wet, wipe it off with clean 
cheese-cloth, Even with hard wip-| 
ing, a little of the glaze will be left | 
on the flat parts, and enough of it 
will remain in the carvings and 
moldings to give the dark tints of 
“antiqueing.” 


SPLASHED WALLS 

Question: My kitchen sink is 
against a painted wall. There is| 
nothing to protect the wall. from | 
splashing, and the paint is badly 
spottéd. What can I do to keep the 
wall nicer looking? 

Answer: One remedy is to finish 
the wall with top quality quick- 
drying enamel, which is all water- 
proof.

An act which would do bare justice | 
to the numerous cases of industrial 
sickness and accident would be, un- 
der the present financial system, 
too costly to operate. To preserve 
financial stability the boards must 
be niggardly in their compensation 
of workmen and in their remun- 
eration to medical men. But in order 
to do the best that can be done Hon. 
Mr. Hugill, attorney-general, orom- 
ised that during the coming week he 
would appoint a boatd of inquiry 
to further study and report on the 
whole question. 


Not the least important problem 
which confronts injured workmen is 
the fact that they often become the 
innocent victims of unsettled dis-| 
putation between the medical men | 
and the compensation board. Ty con- 
serve their funds *the boards fix 
rates unsatisfactory to the doctors. 
In order to “strike” against under- 
payment the doctors often fail to 
give the workmen maximum ser- 
vice. 

The right of workmen to receive 
treatment from chiropractors was 
upheld by one member but the ques- 
tion was left for the board of in- 
quiry to investigate,
